"On June la our cruiser division en­ 
countered 
in the Strait of 
Korea a 
Japanese transport steam ing from the 
south in the direction of the Japanese 
coast, which was visible on the hori­ 
zon. 
The 
vessel proved

lzurai with troops on board. 
"On the expiration of tile time given 
those on board 
to lower 
boats and 
leave the ship, permission to do which 
w as taken advantage of by part of the 
crew', the transport was sunk by our 
guns. 
"Shortly afterward two more trans­ 
ports were sighted to the southeast. 
T hey proved to be the Hitachi and the 
Sado, the former with troops and the 
latter carrying coolies, horses and a

plant.

fused to surrender and at the end of 
th e period granted those on board to 
take to the boats, the two vessels were 
sunk by torpedoes and shells. 
•> h e losses on the three transports, 
the tonnage of which aggregated about 
15,000 tons, consisted of a portion of 
the troops and crews, a large quantity 
of war material and the railway plant. 


Russians Left Six Hundred Dead on 
the Field. 
Tokio, June 20.— General Oku, the 
victor of the battle of Nanshan bill on 
May 20, fought and won tho battle of 
Telissu, called Vafangovv by the Rus­ 
sians, on June 15. 
There 
is a strong 
similarity 
be­ 
tween the two fights. 
At Telissu the 
Japanese had to drive the Russians 
from two hills, while at Nanshan the 
enemy occupied one 
hill. 
The Rus­ 
sian position at Telissu is superior to 
that of the Japanese and equalized the 
advantage of tin* Japanese in having 
a larger force. 
The Russian position 
extended from east to west and crossed 
tho narrow valley through which runs 
the Foochow river 
and the railway. 
From their positions on the right and 
left in the hills which flank the valley, 
General Oku drove the Russians down 
into the valley. 
The Japanese general 
carried first the 
enem y’s right and 
then his left. 
The fight at the left of 
his line was the most desperate of 
tho day. 
The Russians held this posi­ 
tion with desperate determination and 
only fled when they were almost com ­ 
pletely enveloped. 
The field had been 
disputed all day and when the Japa­ 
nese reached it GMM of the enem y’s 
dead were found there. 
The Japanese Ult succeeded in am­ 
bushing 
90m Russian infantry, 
who 
were discovered retiring toward Wit- 
chiatiin. 
They sent two companies of 
infantry and one battery of artillery to 
a hill east 
of Hongehiatun, 
and the 
Russians 
were completely 
trapped, 
many of the enem y at this point wert 
killed or wounded. 
General Oku says the Russians be­ 
gan the fight with 25 battalions of in­ 
fantry, 17 squadrons of cavalry and 
its guns.

Captain Campbell, the English master 
of the Hitachi, refused

It is said that the Japa­ 
nese officers on board the Hitachi de­ 
clined to surrender and required Cap­ 
tain Campbell to keep his shit) going. 
The 
assertion 
that the 
Russians 
fired upon the life boats in which men 
were 
escaping 
from 
the 
Japanese 
transports 
has been fully 
substan­ 
tiated. 
The raid of the Vladivostok squad­ 
ron has brought a varied amount of 
criticism upon Vice Admiral Kamimu­ 
ra from the Japanese and his failure 
to catch the Russians in the fog off 
Gensan, Korea, 
when the 
Japanese 
transport Kinshiu was sunk on April 
26 with a loss of about 200 men has 
been recalled. 
Some of these even declare that, if 
Vice Admiral Kamimura fails to catch 
the Russian vessels before they reach 
Vladivostok he should either resign 
from the navy or commit suicide. The 
popular demand for his replacement 
is growing. 


Rains Favored the Russians. 
Vice Admiral Kamimura’s squadron 
was lying off Tsu island when the raid­ 
ing R ussians reached Okino island. He 
immediately started in pursuit of tho 
enemy, but rains obscured tho sea and 
an electrical storm interferred with 
his system of w in le ss telegraphy. 
Vice Admiral Kamimura is a splen­ 
did officer and the only 
possible in­ 
dictment against him is one of lack of 
good luck. 
The Japanese generally magnify the 
importance of this Russian raid, which 
has no material effect upon the war. 
It was a desperate v e n t u r e and is be­ 
lieved to have succeeded only through 
blind luck. 
The Yawata and the* Ansi, two s a i l ­ 
ing ships, were sunk by the R u s s i a n s 
on Thursday between Ko island and

island. 
Thirty-seven

A. Mercer has been ap­ 
pointed superintendent of the Carlisle 
Indian school to IU CGC od Colonel Pratt, 
with whom U h* war and interior depart 
merit officials have had some trouble. 
The new appointee has been in charge 
of the Leech Lake Indian reservation 
for the past two years. 
He 
is well 
known throughout this state and tho 
northwest and b considered one of the 
foremost authorities on the Indian in 
th© country. 
The selection of Colonel P ra tt’s suc­ 
cessor was determined upon by to presi­ 
dent, under the advice of the secretary 
of the interior, over a year ago. 
Owing 
to some important litigation of which 
Captain Mercer had charge, however, it 
was impossible for him to take up his 
now work at that time, and thus tho an­ 
nouncement is now made for the first 
time. 
Captain 
M ercer was born 
in Now 
York state, M arch 19, 
1933. 
Iii* later 
moved to Ohio. 
He became a commis­ 
sioned officer in November, ISHO, and in 
August, 1897, In* was made a captain of 
tin' Seventh cavalry. 
W ith the excep­ 
tion of a short campaign in Cuba, Cap­ 
tain Mercer's recent si n ice lins all been 
among the Indians. 
In the eleven years 
he has been connected with the Indian 
service he has had supervision over four 
I ndian industrial boarding schools, seven 
Indian day schools, seventeen Indian 
reservations, four Indian agencies, and, 
in all, about fifteen thousand Indians of 
all tribes and classes.

During tim day thirty-six bodies wen' 
recovered 
and it was not till 
after 
dark, win n the great majority of the 
searchers had ceased to work, that the 
other thirteen were 
found. 
Most of 
these came up from the bottom and 
floated to shore. 
They were discov 
ered by the police who were left lo 
watch all night. 
I livers who went to the wreck of the 
Slocum found the bodies of a woman, 
a gill and a boy and brought them ti) 
th*' surface. 
They were 
burned be­ 
yond 
recognition. 
The 
divers said 
there art* more bodies in the wreck. 
While the list of missing has been 
cut down somewhat by the identifica­ 
tions made Sunday, eleven new names 
were added to that roll, thus leaving 
the total of missing almost as it was 
on 
Saturday—something 
more than 
300. 
The funerals of nearly 100 victims 
of the disaster were held Sunday. 
In 
many instances two caskets wore car­ 
ried iii the same hearse, and iii some 
cases two and even three hearses bore 
away the th ad of a single family.

Harry O. Harris, one of tho most popu­ 
lar of St. Croix county citizens, lies 
cold In death in a room over the coun­ 
ty jail in this city, and a posse of citi­ 
zens, headed by fifty men of Company 
TI, 
Third 
Wisconsin 
infantry, 
are 
scouring the woods near Augusta for 
John 
Smith, a Montana 
desperado, 
who Saturday night shot and instantly 
killed the sheriff in the smoking oar 
of train No. 2, on 
tile Northwestern 
line near Fall Creek, in the presence 
of forty passengers. 
After killing the sheriff in cold blood 
the bandit jumped 
from the moving 
train and made good his escape in the 
darkness. 
The whole country is thor­ 
oughly aroused and every effort is be­ 
ing made 
to capture the 
murderer. 
There is talk of lynching if the man 
is taken alive. 
Sheriff Harris, while going to La­ 
velle, was told that a hotel at Roberts 
had been lobbed and was given a de­ 
scription of the robber, who was said 
to be on the train. 
The sheriff recognized from the de­ 
scription of the man wanted for the 
burglary a Montana desperado named 
John Smith, wanted for the murder of 
Fred Stevens, a Havre, Mont., police­ 
man, May 16 of this year, and concern­ 
ing whom he had circulars, with a pho­ 
tograph, iii his jail office. 


Shot the Sheriff in the Face. 
Harris located the man iii the smok­ 
er and when lie placed Smith under ar­ 
rest. the latter drew a 14-ealibre re­ 
volver and shot the sheriff in the face, 
just below the left eye, the bullet com­ 
ing out at the back of the skull. 
As Harris fell Smith sent another 
bullet through the top 
of the dying 
m an ’s head. and the third and last bul­ 
let went into H arris’ left arm. 
The murderer then 
ran the entire 
length of the train, which was slowing 
up for Fall Creek station, and jumped 
off the last coach and escaped in the 
darkness. 
No effort, was made on the 
train to stop the murderer. 
After jumping from the moving train 
as ii neared Fall Creek, Smith stole a 
horse from a farm er’s barn and rode 
it ten miles east to Augusta, where he 
abandoned 
the animal. 
Smith 
was 
seen at 4:30 o’clock Sunday morning 
at Augusta, and it is from that point 
that an exciting man-hunt is now be 
ing operated. 
Smith is described as about 5 feet 
IO inches iii height, fair complexion 
and about twenty-five years of age. lie 
wore striped gray pants.

London, June 20.—The correspond 
ent of the Daily Mail at Tangler, under 
date of June 19, says that a letter had 
been received on that day from Rai 
sud in which the bandit said: 
"It is well that the Englishmen and 
the Americans should know the truth 
regarding my doings and the reasons 
why I have taken Perdiearis. 
All that 
has 
sn i ii :d T m i i i><r about me. as 
well as the statement that I hate the 
Christian Europeans and want to drive 
them from Morocco, is wrong. 
"I 
desire to do 
no wrong 
to any 
Christian. 
Should 
trouble 
come it 
will come from Europe, for if troops 
are landed we will fight.” 
Raisuli lays the cause of the pres 
ent trouble to the deposed governor 
of Tangier who, with his family, gov 
erned Tangier for generations, perse 
cuted Raisuli’s tribe, killed boys, mut t 
lated children and disregarded all the 
principles of their religion. 
Raisuli says that when he went to 
Tangier he had no intention of taking 
Perdiearis any more than he had of 
taking any other European or Am en 
ran, but ho is glad 
that he took an 
American, for, he says, America will 
bo forced 
to fight the sultan, 
over 
throw the governor and release the in­ 
nocent prisoners. 
Raisuli’s letter con­ 
tinues: 
"The new bashaw must be just, for 
ll' In should prove unjust I warn tho 
government that the present trouble 
may be renewed. 
"Mr. Perdiearis is safe and wants 
for nothing except to see his wife. 
"I hope 
I have made my 
position 
clear to the English 
and American 
peoples.” 
A special messenger from the bri­ 
gand arrived at the British legation 
Monday, 
it is rumored that Raisuli 
desires 
that his immunity 
shall be 
guaranteed by Great Britain and tho 
United States. 
The 
legations here 
confidently anticipate 
the arrival of 
Messrs. Perdiearis and Valley within 
two days.
